My dear Dr. Leake: 

There has been little change In the personnel of the Social Service 
Department during 1927. 

The worl u moving steadily along, the limited start contfn 

Its efforts with attributes of perseverance and endurance The requests 
for service have been increasingly great from the rural, urban, and insti- 
tutional The appended report shows little variation from the 
preceding year. 

Much time and thought have a^ain been given to the patients coming 
from the parishes, The care of these patients after discharge continues 
to be a problem and only through tlie respective parishes realizing their 
responsibility wilt a solution be obtained. However, when feasibi 
contribution has been given to their rouvalescence and social adjustment 

As a shuttle, the Social Service Department has been weaving lrttXl 
the affiliating agencies an intricate design in salvaged lives. 

In addition to social treatment, reports have been released, confer- 
ences have been held and attended, so that a greater co-operation and 
co-ordination of social and medical work might be achieved, 

A few months ago, we had the good fortune to have a visit from 

Educational Secretary of the American Association of Hospital 

Social Workers, who quickly discovered that Charity Hospital furnished 

much material for medical and social work, and left with us her 

good wishes for a greater and closer interrelationship. 

Two lectures were given again this year by the Department to the 
student nurses, on Medical Social Work and its relation to the Hospital 

The occupancy of the Dibert Building by the tubercular patients 
brings forcibly to us the increasing need of a more extensive application 
of case work methods- However, with the large number of patients 
handled by each worker, this can only be accomplished in a compara- 
tively small per cent of the cases. 

The cardiac patients offer a tempting challenge to the Department 
for a greater activity in their group. 

The patients in the neurological wards and clinics are at times given 
the minimum of attention in this, as in the previously mentioned groups, 
preventive work is an outstanding contribution, 

A beckoning call comes from the pediatric, maternity, and other 
s i r vices. 
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When we consider that in other cities hospitals of smaller 

capacity have a larger number of social workers on their staff, we
